ALBA PLENA—Full large double, pure white flowers, one of 
finest varieties—E 

ALBA SUPERBA—Vigorous, fast grower. Flowers are seml- 
double pure white, showing stamens—L : 

AMABILIS—Single, white with prominent stamens—M 


APPLE BLOSSOM—Single white tipped with blush pink, fra- 
grant—E 

ARAJISHI—Deep true red peony form. Early bloomer—E 

BELLA ROMANA—Full double blush pink striped profusely 
with deep pink—M 

BIHO (Pink)—Medium sized, full double rose pink—L 

CANDIDA ELEGANTISSIMA—Large semi-double, red and white 
showy and very beautiful variegated flower—M 

CHANDLERI ELEGANS—Rose pink, splashed white, peony cen- 
ter—M 

CLIMAX—Large red full double flower with unusual petal ar- 
rangement—M 

COLONEL FIREY—Very large, full double, deep red in color, 
blooms late—L 

COMMUNIST—Medium sized double, dark red—M 


DAIKAGURA (Red)—Peony type, rose red. Earliest bloomer—E 


DAIKAGURA (Variegated)—Splashed white, peony type, rose 
red—E 

DAVID GERBING—Full double with yellow stamens. Late 
flowers, deep pink—L 

DEBUTANTE—Full double, peony formed flowers of light pink. 
Very desirable—E 

DUCHESS OF SUTHERLAND—Large white flowers with oc- 
casional pink stripe—M 

ELEANOR HAYGOOD—Full double, pale pink. Rare and very 
beautiful—L 

ELENA Dhygacmag fo red flowers. Good grower and bloom- 

ELIZABETH—Large double, pure white occasional pink stripe—M 

EMPEROR OF RUSSIA—Vivid red, peony formed large flow- 
ers—M 

EMPEROR WILHELM—Large, peony formed, red splashed and 
blotched with white—E 

FIMBRIATA SUPERBA—Large semi-double red with fimbriated 
petals. Rare—M 

FINLANDIA—Large semi-double white, wavey petals with prom- 
inent yellow stamens—M 

FLAME—Beautiful semi-double red flowers of large size—M 

FRANCINE—Same as Chandleri Elegans but is solid rose pink—M 

GEORGE W. TOWLE—Large semi-double flowers with prom- 
inent contrasting golden stamens. White background streaked 
with carmine. Very beautiful—M 

GLEN No. 40—Double red, imbricated. Rare and very beauti- 
ful—L 

GOSHOGURUMA—Good sized, semi-double deep red flowers 
with large yellow anthers, making an unusual flower—M 

GOVENOR MOUTON—Loose peony form to semi-double, deep 
red marbled white—M 

GRANDIFLORA ROSEA—Very large semi-double clear, deep 
rose pink with showy stamens—E 

H. A. DOWNING—Large, semi-double, deep rosy red with long 
showy stamens—L 

HERME—Fragrant, large semi-double light pink, margined in 
white and streaked with a deeper pink. Stamens show when 
flower is fully open. One of the best variegated flowers—M 


IMURA—Large, semi-double white flower reminding one of a 
water lily—M 


JULIA DRAYTON—Large red flowers, double and very fine 
variety—M 

KUMASAKA—Large, semi-double clear rose pink showing sta- 
mens—M 


LADY HUMES BLUSH—Medium sized, shell pink full double. 
Rare—M 
LADY JANE GREY—Full double, yellow stamens, deep pink 
and marbled white—M 
LA PEPPERMINT—Very large, full double. Blush pink pencilled 
with red. Sturdy grower and very beautiful. Sports red 
flowers of same type, called Uncle Sam—L 
LADY VANSITTART—Rich rose red semi- double form. Has long 
crinkly, holly-like foliage—M 
LAUREL LEAF—Handsome, perfectly double pink flowers spot- 
ted white—M 
LEUCANTHA—Showy single white flowers with dull gold 
stamens—M 
LINDSAY NEIL—Red and white large peony formed flowers. 
Very rare—M 
LOTUS—Largest white of all, semi-double with prominent sta- 
mens—M 
MARCHIONESS OF EXETER—Large, beautiful, deep pink 
peony type flower—M 
MERIDITH LAKE—Semi-double, pale lilac overtone—L 
MONJISU (Variegated)—Semi-double, deep red prominent yel- 
low stamens, marbled white—L 
MRS. WM. THOMPSON—Large white, semi-double flower—M 
OTOME (Pink)—Full double, delicate pink edged with white—L 
PAX—Full double, waxy white. Sport of Laurel Leaf. Very 
beautiful—M 
PEONYFLORA—Shaggy, peony formed flowers. White speckled 
with pink—M 
PINK BALL—Beautiful, large double light pink—M 
PINK HERME—Pink sport of Herme. Deep pink full double, 
stamens—M 
PINK PERFECTION—Shell pink flower of perfect double type—M 
PINK STAR—Semi-double, bright rose pink flowers of deli- 
cate coloring. Outer row of petals roundly pointed giving 
. star-like appearance—M 
POPE PIUS—Very double scarlet flowers of good size. Very 
fine—L 
PURITY—Popular white, full double good grower and bloomer—L 
RETICULATA—Very large, semi-double carmine pink and one 
of the loveliest of all camellias and rare—L 
SARGENT, PROFESSOR C. S.—Very double dark red pompon 
center—L 
SMILING BEAUTY—Semi-double, medium size flower. Pleas- 
ing delicate pink. Rare—L 
SNOWDRIFT—Beautiful form, large semi-double pure white—L 
STAR DUST—Pink, medium size of Chandleri type—M 
TE DEUM—Flowers variable in form from single to fully double, 
very large brilliant red—L 
TEUTONIA—Soft pink full double, edges white, medium size—M 
VALTAVAREDA—Deep pink outer petals shading to light pink 
inner petals, extreme double very symetrical—L 
VITTORIO EMANUELE—Very beautiful large deep red peony 
type flowers, yellow stamens—L 
VILLE DE NANTES—Semi-double, red serrated petals of deep 
beautiful red shade and exceptional lasting qualities, rare—L 
WARRATHA—Dark red medium size flowers with pompon 
center—M 
WAKANOURA (Red)—Semi-double red, yellow stamens—E 
WAKANOURA (Variegated)—Semi-double fine variegated type, 
red and white—E 
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
